moon's surface, then swallowed It. 
j In watching they had an Inkling 
qf the awe which made primitive 
tribes bow their heads In prayer 
and make sacrifices that the 
moon be returned to their skies. 

Last night's eclipse was a per¬ 
fect one from the astronomer's 
point of view, "-For the layman 
it lost something of Its impres¬ 
siveness because of the effect of 
clear weather around the earth’s 
surface. 

When the atmosphere of the 
| earth Is dear around the drde 
: which would be seen as the 
; planet’s rim by an observer on 
j the moon,' a proportion of the 
sun’s light Is refracted Inwards 
from the edge of the cone of 
shadow, making a dull bronze 
instead of .a. black arc across the 
moon’s face as the eclipse begins. 
If there had been doudy weather 
on the earth's surface last night 
the shadow would have been seen 
as a hard black line. 

But It la this bronze light which 
is of Interest to the astronomers.

“As a representative of the Turkish 
government, the plaintiff was vested 
with important functions and entitled 
to many privileges by the law of 
nations. A consul is classed with 
ministers and ambassadors and is 
commissioned to work for the interests 
and protection of his country'- Sonie- 
timrs a consul is allowed to engage 
in private commercial pursuits, but 
in this case, the system of law will 
not countenance, nor wi ll th is court 
uphold' a contract to bribe or cor¬ 
rupt ly influence an officer of a 
foreign government.” 

Regardless of whether this contract 
would he valid or invalid according 
to Turkish laws and customs at that 
time, the suit was brought in the 
.United States and the laws governing 
the United States were held to apply.

DAWSON (CP)—The Yukon 
River ice break up, the north- 
land’s Annual game of chanoe, 
was over today and those who 
guessed nearest to the time of 
the movements were thousands 
of dollars richer’ in money and 
merchandise from the various 
pools. 

The Ice moved unexpectedly 
from in front pi Dawson at 6.38 
a.m. yesterday and dumped $3,000 
Into the lap oL Wilfred Gordin. 
Granville, Y.T., teamster, whose 
guess In the main pool tvas 6.34 
am. William McKinley, Bear 
Creek ’blacksmith, collected al 
most $2,000 from various small 
pools. He guessed the exact min¬ 
ute of the breakup. 

Many others Tn The Yukon col¬ 
lected money from small pools, 
while hundreds of commodity 
pools were won od guesses of the 
exact minute. 

The early morning breakup 
came this year without the 
whistles and bells that usually 
announce the Ice is on the move. 
With the water at a low stage 
and cold weather still prevalent, 
the movement was not expected 
for' another three days. 

The electric timing device was 
the only official evidence of the 
exact time of the breakup, 
though the ice only moved 500 
feet

WINNIPEG—At an average 
speed of a little better than 220 
miles per hour, the first of the 
two new Lockheed 14H planes 
for the Trans-Canada Air Lines 
service arrived In Winnipeg at 
noon yesterday from Vancouver.

The Canadian Broadcasting Cor¬ 
poration was subsequently formed 
and took control and direction of, 
Canadian broadcasting on Novem-, 
ber 2,1936. In October, 1937, net- 
work broadcasting was increased 
from six to 14 hours daily. 


The cost of about 8,000 miles of 
telephone wire for a contact ac¬ 
count* for some 23 per cent of the 
budget of the CBCr "The Brtmm 
Broadcasting Corporation, 
by comparison, can hook up all 
its stations with 975 miles of land 
line*. Operated fundamentally 
on the same technical set-up as 
the BBC, the CBC functions in 
five time zones while the former 
covers but one.

Some Flashes Are 12 Miles Long; Eleetrie Sparks 
Pass From One Cloud to Another and Move at 
Terrific Speed 

O LDTIME ARTISTS used to picture a streak of lightning with 
a zigzag line. Such pictures were not true, for lightning 
does not move that way. A person might fancy that certain streaks 
are zigzag, but the camera tells snoltier story. Lightning forks 
or branches, and makes quick curves, but It does not run In a 
sharply jagged way. 

Alifiost always the branching Is downward. A flash of lightning 
may pass from one cloud to another, or from one point' to another 
In the same cloud. Also It may (and often does) run from a cloud 
to the earth. ' 

I say "run," but that is a gentle word to use. Lightning moves 
with extreme speed. A flash may be composed of several strokes, 
and there may be a tiny pause as each stroke "connects" with the 
next, but even so the whole flash lasts only a small part-of a second. 

Prof. B. F. Sconland of South Africa is one of the scientists who 
have given long and careful study to lightning. With high speed 
cameras, he made pictures of 
parts of a flash Here, In short- 

ened form, is what he says about _yC : ' ' 

“If your eyes were as quick 
as the cameras, you would first V I 

see a tongue of light stretch K, 

down from the cloud about 50 Bg^-7 Jt-v AvVkSr M 

yards. Then the light fades out 
for 1-lO.OOOth part of a second. 

"The tongue appears again, 
and stretches for another 50 
yards. Another fadeout, another 
stretch and so on, until the light 
reaches the ground. The instant 
It touches the ground, the second 
or main part begins. A brilliant 
flame sweeps upward toward the 
cloud, and goes over the same 
path as the downward light.” 

A FLASH OF LIGHTNING Is composed of huge electric sparks. 

The total length of a streak from a cloud to>_tt» jemih is 
seldom more than two miles. If the streak passes from one cloud 
to another, it is likely to be much longer. Sometimes the cloud to- 
doud streaks are from six to 12 miles long. 

Reports of lightning of many colors have been made, but the 
usual flash is white or yellowish.

It Is 
not seen In moat storms, but several hundred case* are on record. 

Here Is the story of one boy who saw ball lightning: 

"When I was about 12 years old. I took shelter In a farmhouse 
while rain was falling.” the boy said. "In the room where I stood, 
a window was open on one side, and a door was open on the other 
side. Suddenly the farmer’s wife gave a shriek and Jumped away 
from the window. When she was asked what was the matter, ahe 
replied:

For the apucc occupied, beans, 
give more food than any other 
crop home gardeners can grow. 
In planning the small vegetable 
I plot, It will pay to give them 
twice the space of any other 
crop. 

There is a great variety of I 
beans oleered for the amateur to 
choose from. What should he, 
select? Supreme quality and 
earliness are found In the bush 
beans, where most Improvement j 
has been made by—the plant j 
breeders. 

For the home garden the [ 
"string” bean is obsolete. Only a 
"stringless" bush variety should 
be grown. These'are now avail¬ 
able In four types: Round and I 
flat green pods: round and flat! 
wax pods. 

Aa between these types, there 
ii no definite difference in flavor 
and tenderness, when served on 
the table. Market buyers in re¬ 
cent years show a preference for 
green pods; but the home gar¬ 
dener may follow his own taste, 
or grow both fdr variety. 

Flat pod beans give a heavier 
yield In some localities, but 
round pods are preferred by 
many good cooks, though not j 
tor any reason they can put in 
word*. It would seem to be Just 
a matter of taste. 

Earlleit bush beans wiH'matirrc 
in 48. days. Pole beans take at 
least two weeks longer. Both the 
bush and pole beans may be 
eaten when half grown; Indeed 
they are—IWIF best at this 
stage. It ,}* one of the greatest 
advantage of the home gardener 
that he can harvest his.crops at 
their most delicious stage, which 
In many cases is in their baby¬ 
hood. 

Pole beans give a heavier yield 
than bush; but besides being 
later, most of them develop 
strings when they mature. A row 
ol Kentucky Wonder on a fence 
wtB provide many delicious 
servings In the late summer. If 
one Is careful to pick the long 
pods before they have gone too 
lar. 

All beans are tender and should , 
never be sown until the ground 
is warm and frosts have ended. 
They need room to develop, at 
least six Inches In the row and 18 
Inches between rows. 

In the home garden it Is pos 
sible to gather gban^ from the 
ftrst planting through the 
garden year, though the later 
; yield will be smaller than the 


first. By successive plantings, 
heavy yields of bush beans may 
be obtained until killing frosta 
arrive. 

Liberal feeding will repay well 
In growing beans. A balanced 


Any amateur ran grow an 
abundant crop of beans like 


plant food should br applied to 
the bean patch at the rate of 4 
pounds lo 100 square feet, after 
the ground has been prepared 
and before the seed is planted. 
Rake It lightly into the top soil 
so that water will dissolve it and 
carry it down to the plant roots, 
making it Immediately available 
to the young plants. ^ 

LIVESTOCK BEDDING 

§traw is the bedding material 
lor livestock almost universally 
used on the farm in Canada. It 
will absorb two to three times its 
weight of liquid. Peat moss used 
as bedding will absorb about 10 
times Its weight of liquid. Other 
suitable kinds of bedding for llve- 
stoek are sawdust and air-dried 
muck and peat.

Mftt "Remmiscenccs of an 
Uneventful Life"

\Y/HILE STATIONED at Souris 
” Valley I had an experience 
which I felt effect of for months 
after. I had to make a patrol 
once a week to North Portal on 
the newly built Soo branch of the 
C.P.R., about 40 miles west; As I 
the weather waa very hot I de 1 
tided to travel at night.

Just by luck 
I noticed that when swearing the 
sergeant, the officer had picked 
up a dictionary ln mistake for a 
Bible, and neither he nor the tef 
noticed the error. In my 
defence I remarked on the care¬ 
lessness and pointed out that the 
evidence was very conflicting, 
and also that the usual 24 hours, 
demanded ln a charge of “under 


the influence” between arrest and 
trial, had not been allowed, and, 
for these reasons, put In an ap¬ 
peal. In course of time the appeal 
was allowed, the $10 fine was re¬ 
mitted, and charges wiped out. 
This waa, up to that date, the 
first time a fine for that offence 
had ever been canceled. 

From Gainsborough I was 
transferred to Long Creek de¬ 
tachment, south of Estevan, under 
an inspector named Wilson. 
There were two sergeants, a cor¬ 
poral and about 10 men, and sev¬ 
eral special constables, as herders. 
All cattle coming, over from the 
States were quarantined for two 
months. There was a large num¬ 
ber of settlers coming over that 
year, and these quarantine posts 
were established all along the 
border. We had generally 3,000 
or 4,000 head around the place, 
and they were examined and 
tested in batches. On thia detach¬ 
ment there were several whom I 
met many times later: Noel 
Terr* Bockett -Pugh (generally 
known as "Jimmy”), Sergeant 
Vlckera, whom I met a few 
months ago In Victoria. We had 
to patrol west to a place called 
Buffalo Head, about 85 miles, 
once a week, ahd took turn* In 
thl* duty. One week I was sent 
with a teamater named Rice, who 
drove a team ln a buckboard with 
rations and bedding. I rode my 
own horse. We had to meet a 
fitrol from “A” Troop (Medicine 
Hat) at Buffalo Head, which wa* 
only a point on the prairie, un- 
distinguishable Unless you could 
find the buffalo skull which gave 
it the name. There was a faint trail 
which we sometimes followed, 
and which had been made by the 
boundary survey party sotne 20 
or 30 years before. The second 
morning out, 60 miles on our way, 
we were up about 4 a.m., and I 
got breakfast ready while Rice 
watered the horse* at the creek 
nearby. Hia team was ticklish to 
handle, very hlgh-lifed and ner¬ 
vous.
